Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In any response, the applicant would cancel claims 7, as not further 
limiting. The applicant also may consider filing a statement of common ownership to deal with any possible issues 
raised by the issuance of 7,083,894. The applicant argues that the claims of 7,083,894 would not warrant an 
obviousness double patenting rejection based upon the crystalline structure limitation recited in the instant claims. The 
examiner has merely indicated these rejections as possibilities in any future prosecution, but notes that in figure 5 of 
,the instant specification, the 3.10 peak is attrributed to Sb, the 2.25 peak is attributed to Sb/SbMn and the 2.15 peak is 
attributed to Sb. These elements are all present in the claims of 7,083,894 and the Mn is present in amounts of -20- 
40%, that the layer would be crystallized prior to use as is conventional and that trace amounts of Ag are embraced by 
both claims. There is no data on where the peaks for Ag might appear. The amendment of 1 1/27/06 is currently 
unentered. 
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
